The five indexes are: 

Urban Index of Relative Socio-Economic Advantage 
Rural Index of Relative Socio-Economic Advantage 
Index of Relative Socio-Economic Disadvantage 
Index of Economic Resources 

Index of Education and Occupation 


These indexes show where the affluent (as opposed to just high income earning) live; where 
disadvantaged (as opposed to the unemployed) live: and where the highly skilled and educated 
(as opposed to the tertiary educated people) live.
